NEW YORK, Aug. 31.—An interna­ 
tional Enoch Arden story in real life, 
with a tragic ending has been dis­ 
closed with the suicidse of Walter J. 
Fitzpatrick, a manufacturer and his 
wife. 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick, as a Belgian 
girl W'as married 
previously 
to a 
British officer, in a W'ar romance. Be­ 
lieving he had been killed in action, 
she came to this country and mar­ 
ried Fitzpatrick. Then the first hus­ 
band re-appeared. 
Like the fictional 
Enoch Arden, he went away. But un­ 
like the case of his prototype, he re­ 
vealed himself, and marital unhap­ 
piness followed his departure. 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick 
was 
found 
as­ 
phyxiated in her Kew Gardens apart­ 
ment last Friday. Dressed in an eve­ 
ning gown of yellow silk, she had evi­ 
dently turned on the burners of a 
r a ^ e in the kitchen. 
Folice notified her husband, 
w’ho 
w a| in Deland, Fla., on business. Yes- 
tegfay the police of that city tele- 
gilphed that he had shot and killed 
himself In a secluded spot near the 
city a few hours after the telegram 
arrived. 
Mary Louise Bernier, daughter of 
a wealthy Belgian merchant, married 
Col. Jack Leacroft 
of 
the British 
Army in 19 17. 
After 
the second 
Marne offensive, Leacroft 
was 
re­ 
ported missing. Distracted, his bride 
came to this country. 
She married 
Fitzpatrick in San Francisco i’U 19 20. 
first obtaining 
a 
divorce 
on the 
ground of desertion. 
She met Colonel Leacroft on the 
street here some time after the mar­ 
riage. 
He begged her 
to 
divorce 
Fitzpatrick, friends said, explaining 
that a gas attack 
brought on 
am­ 
nesia. Discharged from the army, he 
had searched for his little Belgian 
girl on the continent, in England and 
the United States. 
Mrs. Fitzpatrick laughed off her 
former husband’s suggestion of re­ 
marriage. He left her and is report­ 
ed to have married another. Wheth­ 
er or not meeting her husband prey­ 
ed on her mind, 
Mrs. 
Fitzpatrick’s 
friends ddi not know. An unfinished 
suicide 
note, 
addressed 
to 
Miss 
Cherie Weber, a dress shop proprie­ 
tor, by whom she had been employ­ 
ed, stated merely that “life is not 
w'orth living,” and that she wanted 
to be buried under her maiden name. 
IMiss Weber told police that the 
Fitzpatricks separated about a year 
ago. 
He had frequently threatened 
to kill himself she said. 
Frank J. 
McKeon, Jr., of Philadelphia, Fitz­ 
patrick’s step-brother, asked permis­ 
sion to claim Mrs. Fitzpatrick’s body. 
Fitzpatrick was president of the 
Fitzpatrick Puller Corporation which 
made tree stump pullers. 
Miss Weber, in telling the history 
of her friend, saiif. that Mrs. 
Fitz­ 
patrick was w'ell educated and espec- biplanes, 
ially versed in music and painting, 
and had ambitions to become an in­ 
terior decorator.

SAN FRANCISCO. Calif., Aug. 31. 
—Two of Uncle Sam’s giant navy 
seaplanes stood ready this morning 
to take off on the proposed 2^100 
mile non-stop flight to Hawaii. The 
PB-1, biggest and heaviest of the 
three aircraft by 5,0(i0 pounds, was 
stiU in its hangar at Crissy Field^ 
w’ith a crew of expert mechanics 
bending every effort to prepare it 
for a solitary flight over the same 
route prob'bly the day after tomor­ 
row. 
Decision 
to send the two PN 
planes w'eighing 19 ,000 pounds each, 
w”hen loaded to their fuel capacity, 
away at 2 o’clock this afternoon 
without the PB-1, w'as reached late 
last night by Captain Sanford E. 
Moses and other officers In charge 
of arrangements for the flight, when 
it w”as definitely determined that 
the engine of the PB-1 could npt be 
replaced in time for flight t6day. 
The big Boeing plane manufactured 
in Seattle, developed engine trouble, 
w'ith a broken oil feed pipe on its 
flight south from the Washington 
city ten days ago, and w'hat was in­ 
tended as a uon-stop flight to be a 
test before the journey to Hawaii, 
was interrupted with a forced land­ 
ing at Neah Bay, and an overnight 
stay at Coos Bay^ on the Oregon 
coast. 
Examination show^ed the necessity 
of an entire replacement of the en­ 
gine in the PB plane, and since its 
arrival here w'orkmen have been 
tryin» to complete the preparation 
in time to permit all three planes to 
depart together today. 
The crew's of each of the planes 
comprises five men. 
The flagship, 
the PN-9 , No. 1^ has as its chief of­ 
ficer 
Commander 
John 
Rodgers, 
Washington, D. C., w'ho is also the 
flight commander. 
The PN-9 . No. 3, is commanded 
by Lieutenant

Snoddy. 
Yonkers, N. Y., and among its crew' 
is Noah How”ard Craven, aviation 
pilot, Oklahoma City^ Okla. 
It was calculated that the flight 
w’ould require slighPy more than 
26 hours. 
Only one record will be 
sought, that for distance, as a ship 
of this type has already remained 
aloft for a period longer than that 
estimated necessary for the lest to 
begin today. 
The route^ a direct 
line according to the Mercator pro­ 
jection, is already patrolled by navy 
boats stationed approximately every 
200 miles betw'een the Golden Gate 
and Honolulu. 
The PN boats sched'aled to start 
their flight today virtually identical 
W’ere developed by the bureau of 
aeronautics and the naval aircraft 
factory at Philadelphia as the su­ 
preme typo of tw'in engine tractor 
From top of the upper 
wing to the bottom of the keel they 
are 16 feet 6.87 inches, and in 
length over all, they are 49 feet 2 
inches.

The county court In session on 
August 29 asked the prosecuting 
attorney for a w'ritten opinion as 
to the right of tne coroner to hold 
an Inquest and collect fees there­ 
from, where there is no question 
as to how the deceased came to 
death, and no reason to believe the 
death was caused by violence or 
casualty, or that the deceased was 
unknown and found dead within the 
county. 
The follow'ing opinion was handed 
to the court today by the prosecut­ 
ing attorney: 
Section 59 41, R. S. No. 19 19 pro­ 
vides that “No costs or fees to the 
coroner shall be allowed by the 
county court in any case or review 
of or Inquest on the dead body, 
unless it appears to the court that 
the coroner, either before or during 
the view or Inquest, had reasonable 
cause to believe that such body was 
that of a person who had come to 
his death by violence or casualty, 
or who, being unknown, was found 
within such county; but where any 
such inquest or view has been held 
by the coroner on a notification by 
some 
person, 
without 
reasonable 
cause to suppose that such body 
was that of a person unknown, or 
who had come to his death by vio­ 
lence or casualty, the person giv­ 
ing such notification, without reas­ 
onable cause as aforesaid, shall be 
liable to pay all the costs, fees and 
expenses of such view or inquest,” 
“You will note that this section 
of the law clothes the county court 
with power to determine whether 
reasonable cause existed for hold 
ing an inquest and if the court de 
termines that no such reasonable 
cause existed, then it is the duty 
of the court to refuse to allow costs 
or fees.” 
“The object of the coroner’s in­ 
quest is to determine the cause of 
death, and where there is no rea 
sonable doubt or suspicion in regard 
to the death, then there is no rea­ 
sonable cause for holding such in­ 
quiry^ and the county court is jus 
tified in refusing to pay the costs 
thereof.

out citizenship papers are told they are 
not aliens. 
The Virgin Islands, after eight years of

occupation, 
deserv e a perma­ 
nent gov ernment. 
They should hav e a 
delegate to look after their interests in 
congress, and an extension 6f the fran­ 
chise, which is restricted by a real high 
property qualification. 
Neither the ne- 
. groes, who are 80 per cent of the whole 
population, nor the whites wish autonomy 
as yet. 
But a true territorial gov ernment 
or the attachment of the island to Porto 
Rico— which many islanders suggest as an 
alternativ e— would furnish an increasing 
measure of self-gov ernment.

AIRPLANE HAS ENGINE ROOM. 
From the W estm inister Gazette. 
An airplane which promises to rev olu­ 
tionize commercial aircraft is to be fully 
tested at Norwich by Frank Courtney, the 
racing pilot. 
The feature of the design of this ma­ 
chine, which was built for the air minis­ 
try, is a central engine room. 
As it is an experimental type, only two 
450 horsepower Napier Lion engines hav e 
been fitted, but, pursuing the same lines; 
of design, the experts declare that there is 
no reason-why half a dozen or ev en more 
engines should not be fitted into a ma­ 
chine able to take them. 
They see in it the forerunner of the type 
of airliner which will, when flying has be­ 
come more fully 
dev eloped, 
be 
plying 
regularly between London and New York. 
This experimental craft, which is built en­ 
tirely of steel, and which is known as the 
Bodmin-Napier, has been 
under 
design 
and construction 
for 
between two and 
three years. 
Instead of the two engines being fitted 
one on each wing, they are grouped to­ 
gether in the engine room, and are gear­ 
ed up to driv e a single propeller. 
This 
means that if one of the power units 
should break down when in the air flying 
could easily, and safely be continued on 
the one remaining. 
The craft, which in preliminary trials 
has been found entirely satisfactory, en­ 
v isages the day when with six or eight 
engines in the central engine room it will 
be possible to hold one in reserv e for use 
if any of the remainder 
should 
break 
down. 
There is no doubt that the air­ 
plane definitely marks a new era in a 
commercial aircraft design,

STRANGE FORMS 
OF LIFE FOUND IN 
THE FAR NORTH 


Ex plorers Secure Numer­ 
ous Fine Specimens of 
Birds And Animals

In the following dispatch 
trans- 
I mitted to the National Geographic i 
I Society , from the MacMillan Arctic 
Expedition by radio and distributed 
by the Associated Press, Dr. W alter I 
N. Koelse, chief naturalist of the ex- i 
pedition, tells for the first time of | 
strange forms of life the explorers 
j 
have found in the far north. 
' 
(By Dr. W alter N. Koelse.) 
We had ample opportunity for 
hard work 
at 
Etah, 
(Greenland), 
and collected there many fine speci­ 
mens of bird and animal life which 
we are sure will be of great interest 
to the National Geographic Society . 
At Etah, the w ater w*as cloudy 
with jelly fish of a diapanous gray 
but just before we left there ap­ 
peared many winged snails. 
One of the interesting acquatlc 
animals Is the Llparis, which resem­ 
bles the bullhead, but has modified 
its ventral fins into a powerful suck­ 
er by means of w^hlch It attaches it­ 
self to the rocks. 
The suction is 
so powerful that considerable ef­ 
fort is required to dislodge it. You 
will understand, of course^ that I 
am giving 
a 
popular 
account of 
some of our finds of greatest inter­ 
est to the lay man; many of our 
specimens will require considerable 
scientific study 
for 
classification 
and further analy sis. 
There has been collected a good 
series of Greenland red poll in juve­ 
nile plumage. 
This species is scant­ 
ily represented in most of the mu 
seums of the United 
States and 
birds taken in summer are very rare 
in American collections. 
A series of purple sandpipers have 
also been obtained in their first 
juvenile 
plumage, 
which 
is un­ 
known to most ornithologists. 
The status of the Mandts Guille­ 
mot Cepphus Mandte has been es­ 
tablished as a subspecies of Cepphus 
Gry lle and its summer range deline­ 
ated on the Greenland shore. 
We 
w’ork all day and often spend the 
night in the field. 
I am sleeping on 
deck because my bunk is covered 
with specimens. 
All the land 
plants 
necessarily 
are steamless since any part ex­ 
tending above the scant snow cover- 


I ing is frozen off and none of them 
! grows more than a few Inches high, 
including willow and birch trees. 
The less varied w ater vegetation 
is 
more 
spectacular. 
The 
Grant 
Kelp is common and grows to a 
length of twenty feet and more, its 
curving sterns^ . alf afloat are fre­ 
quently mistaken, even by the Eski­ 
mos, for animal life. 
The common rock weed grows as 
luxuriantly as on our New^ England 
coast. 
The region around Etah has spe­ 
cial attractions for a botanist. Some 
fifty specimens of flowering plants 
can be found in bloom in a few 
minutes' walk. 
Poppies, pinks, dan­ 
delions, daisies and buttercups can 
be gathered beside the glaciers that 
touch the ocean’s edge. 
In places 
the Kentucky blue grass forms a 
thick carpet, though in general the 
plants do not grow tall, the willow 
bushes being only one or tw’o inch­ 
es high in favored situations. 
Timothy grow’s so luxuriantly that 
an American farm er would be de­ 
lighted ^ at the fine prospect of a 
hay crop. 
Besides the larger 
plants 
there 
are the Lichens, which are the most 
conspicuous 
plant 
growih 
of 
all. 
They clothe the cliffs completely , 
up to a height of 
2^000 feet, in bril-
